Ir is to be hoped that the statement in 
a Shanghai. contemporary, that the nego- 
tiations which had been in progress for 
some days past with reference to the 
Woosung Tramway are likely to résult 
in a coticlusion satisfactory to all, will be 
justified by results. The News says the 
main anxiety entertained by the Chinese 
Government being on the score of 
its “sovereign rights,” arrangements’ 
have been discussed which are likely 
to secure. all susceptibility on this score 
without injury to- individual interests 
or to the ulterior prospects of. the 
enterprise now at stake. Some time 
will, however, probably’ elapse before a 
definite issue can be arrived at in the 
matter, The Chinese Government are 
said to be contemplating the purchase of 
the tramway. One report alleges that 
they have been offered the option of 
purchasing it out of hand, or of holding 
over the purchase money at interest for 
a given time ; or that the present Oom- 
pany should continue ‘to work it for ten 
years, after which it’ should revert to 
the Chinese. There will not be the 
slightest objection to the Ohinese' pur: 
chasing the tramway, providing there is 
no doubt of their intention to work it; 
in fact, most people would like to see the 
undertaking carried out under the auc 
pices of the Chinese Govertiment to those 
of a private Company. . But, considering 
the conservative policy hitherto purstied 
at Peking, and the great aud vexatious 
opposition that hea been offered tothe 
construction of the tramway by the Chi- 
ness. authorities, wo should have some 
diffloulty. in feeling assutid that the 
‘Government would enter into hegotia- 
tions for: the ptirchase of the. tramway 
with any real intention of completing’ 
and tworking it. -I¢ may be that the 
Company has offered: to sbll tha trainway, 
to the Government, and this has given 
tise, to the teporta of the fiftention of 
the Jatter to purchase the contern, of it 
tiay be that. the Government, belleving 


that the work. will go forvard. with.or

being vested in: the hands of,one -peron, 
of grnting rash certificates, although he 
may be @ chief engineerin Her Majesty's 
Navy, calls urgently for amendment, 
artioularly when it is considered there 
are fees attached to the work. It would 
be better than retaining a system that is 
open to abuse in the way indicated to 
require individuals desring a certificate 
of this kind to get ote in Europe or 
America, but if fis be not done, then 
let.a qualified Board of Examiners be 
appointed. Such a Board nesd scarcely. 
entail any expense upon the authoritios, 
as it might consist of onginsera engaged 
in business. in the loality, and what 
little expense it’ did’ necessitate should 
be defrayed by the fess charged to the 
applicants for the certificates, The Con- 
sul is of course in no way to_blame for 
attaching his name and the sealvf his 
office to a certificate granted to an in- 
competent person. His duty in the 
matteria simply to witness such documents 
as are brought before him, and the fee he 
charges for this attestation is a very mo- 
derate one. We doubt not. that, if the 
matter is properly represented: to the 
officials in London, a sufficient remedy 
for the existing. state of things will in 
due course be introduced. ,

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS OF THE 
PORT OF HAI-PHONG, 

The Government Gazetts publishes for 
general information the follofving copy 0 
an Extract from the General Regulation of 
Custom Houses concerning merchant ships 
and steamera, in reference to the port of 
Hai-phong:—= - 

Art, L—The port of Hai-phong is limited 
between the fort situated on the right bank 
of the Ona-cam, opposite the arroyo of 
Vang-chau, and the Tat up the river of the 
arroyo’ of Hai-phong, on the left bank of 
the Ous-cam, : 

Art, 2.—The anchorage place for stranger 
ships, extendsitselfin the Cua-cam between 
thetwofortsaforesnidnamed ; the Annamite 
and Chineso junke and barks shalt anchor 
or moor in the arroyo of Hai-phong. 

Art, 3,—-At the arrival of every ship in 
the port, a Oustom-house agent shall be 
pe on board, to ‘survey the operations of 
loading and landing, and in order to 
prevent all sort of smuggling. Captains of 
ships are bound to observe the regulation 
concerning the police and security of the 
port, ao a8 the police. regulations concerning 
eit crews when they are on shore, and of 
which regulations, connexion ahall be given 
to them by the Harbour Master, :
